AN EGYPTIAN FIND. 


Hoendreds of Mam Dating Beck Near- 
ly 2,000 Yéure Discovered in a Pit. 

A discovery was lately made in the 
necropolis of Thebes second only in im- 
portance to the of the royal 
mummies at Dehr-el-Bahari by M. Mas- 
pero in 1881. -About half a mile from 
Dehr-el-Bahari, says the London Aca- 
lemy, a ‘pit has been found containirg 
everal hundred magnificent mummies.

The coffins hitherto found all belong 
twenty-first dynasty, and are 
those of the priests of Ra-Amun and 
heir families. ‘Whe pit is forty-five 
‘oot and ‘pth, at the bottom of which 
two corridors filled with coffins and 
‘reecnres of every description. In the 
ower corridor—which as yet has only 
con oxplored—it is computed that there 
ire some two hundred coffins. and the 
econ corridor is believed to be not 
ess extensive. 

‘ihe shaftis forty-five fect decp, its 
month is about’twelve feet in diameter, 
ind its sides are of rough limestone. 
me of M. Grebaut’s native assistants, 
vho was superintending the work of 
mauling upthe mummy cases, toki me 
that he had been the first actually to 
‘nter the corridor. where the mum:nics 
imi treasures lie.. The shaft had then 
been excavated only as deep as the 
movth of the. corridor, and he crept in 
m his hands and. knees and stood in 
what he describes as being like a palace 
of enchantment. 

The corridor, he said, is some ten or 
twelve feet high and two hundred and 
fifty feetlong. It runs in a northerly 
lirection from the shaft toward the 
Theban hill. At ‘the end there is a 
short corridor branching from it at 
right angles, and at some height above 
the fleor at the end is the entrance to a 
secon i very long corridor, full of treas- 
rires, which has been sealed up for the 

ent by M. Grebaut. 

Groups of mummies are placed at in- 
tervals in families. The number in 
each group varies from two to six or 
seven—father, mother and children— 
and around them, exquisitely arranged, 
are vases, models of houses, models of 
dahabiehs, cases an! boxes full of 
ushabtis, statuettes, and every conceiv- 
able treasure of ancient Egypt. With- 
out even a speck of dust upon them, 
this profusion of treasures had remained 
unlooked at by any eye for nearly three 
thousand years. He said that photo- 
graphs had been taken of the place in 
its undisturbed state, which he declared 
to be that of a perfectly kept and well 
arranged museum. 


ROYALTY IN DEBT.” 


The Financial Troubles of Two Crown 
Princes of Germany. 

An interesting book has just been 
seized by the Berlin police. It describes 
the financial troubles of the late Em- 
peror Frederick and his son, the pres- 
ent German monarch. According to the 
Lerlin correspondent of the New York 
Sun Frederick’s income, while crown 
prince, was not sufficient for his charit- 
able impulses. His father, the late 
Emperor William, refused to make him 
the allowance his necessities required, 
and every year his difficulties increased. 
In time he became involved in a net- 
work of debt, and he was compelled to 
resort to the usurers for relief. He was 
obliced, it is said, sometimes to pay fif- 
ty per cent. 

In 1882 he was, it seemed, so inextric- 
ably embarrassed that he proposed—as 
he did several times subsequently—to 
renounce his right of succession. When 
he ascended the throne his total indebt- 
edness fell little short of fifteen million 
marks. Frederick, savs the Sun's cor- 
respondent, never recovered from the 
tortures of mind and body to which his 
financial trouble subjected him. They 
wénkened his constitution, the author 
says, and rendered him less able to re- 
sist the development of the cancerous 
disease of which he died. He was the 
victim of his own goodness, the author 
asserts.. His unselfishness was so clear 
to his contemporaries*that once @ rich 
philanthropist was moved to put at 
Frederick’s.disposal his whole fortune 
on condition that no titular honor 
should be conferred in return. Freder- 
ick, however, refused the offer. After 
ascending the throne Frederick's first 
care was the discharge of all his ob- 
ligatiens. The most interesting part of 
this remarkable book and probably the 
one which eaused the prompt seizure of 
it at the covernment’s instance, con- 
The author 
says that the reigning Hohenzollern 
also was involved in great financial dif- 
ficulties in his last years before ascen.l- 
ing tothe throne. His embarrassme=t 
wag caused by his father’s thrift and Ly 
his own extravagant habits. Betehroder, 
of Bérlin, heard of his trouble and vol- 
unteered to advance money tohim. This 
offer was sharply declined without 
thanks by Prince William, who consid- 
ered the great banker's proposal a piece 
of impudence. He, too, settled his 
debts as soon as he became emperor.
